Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 1-5, drawn to a method of cleaning a substrate, classified in class 134, 
subclass 26. 

11. Claims 6-15, drawn to a method of evaluating deposition onto a substrate 

classified in class 134, subclass 6. 
Ill Claims 16-17, drawn to a kit, classified in class 510, subclass 130. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and IT are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 

not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). hi the instant case the different 
inventions have different functions. 

Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process such as microbial applications. 

Inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
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product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process such as microbial applications. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Alan Bomstein on 7/20/2004 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-5. Affirmation 
of this election must be made by apphcant in replying to this Office action. Claims 6-17 are 
withdrawn fi-om fiirther consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.

Claims: Cancel claims 1-17 
Add the following new claims: 

~1 8. A method of evaluating the cleanliness of a person's hands comprising the steps 

of: 

a) applying a selective indicator to a person's hands, wherein said selective indicator 
changes color upon interaction with an indicator complimentary developer; 

b) washing both hands with water and/or a detergent containing composition; 

c) contacting both hands with said indicator complimentary developer; and 

d) determining inadequate washing of a person's hands by visually detecting the presence 
of a color change resulting from the interaction of said selective indicator with said indicator 
complementary developer, wherein the detection of the presence of the color change does not 
require a UV light source. 

19. A method according to Claim 18, additionally comprising contacting the person's hands 
with a selected oily material prior to applying said selective indicator. 
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20. A method according to Claim 18, wherein a selected oily material is included with 
said selective indicator. 

21 . A method according to Claim 1 8, wherein steps (b) and (c) are performed 
simultaneously.-- 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach or suggest a method of evaluating the cleanliness of a person's hands using the claimed 
steps. Specifically, the prior art fails to teach detecting the presence of a color change which 
does not require a UV Ught source. The closest prior art is that of Jones (5900067). However 
Jones requires the use of UV Hght. The prior art of Lindsay teaches determination of 
contaminants in order to evaluate whether containers containing hazardous material need to be 
rewashed. Lindsay teaches colorimetric detection. However, there is no teaching or suggestion 
to apply the method of Lindsay to handwashing.

Krai teaches cleaning efficacy 
real time indicator. Blackman et al. teach a stain detector apparatus.
